THE MARKET VERY NERVOUS 


Cheap Floating Credit Has, Therefore, 
Not Brought Lower Discount Rates 
—Another War Loan Possible—Eu- 
ropean Markets All Apprehensive— 
Chinese Trouble Is Affecting Trade 
Adversely.

LONDON, July 8.—Our 
fallen into a _ state 
cheapness, which may have an unpleas- 
ant ending.

There are reasons in plenty for this 
nervousness, not the least cogent of 
which is the persistent export demand 
for gold. Not only is the gold that 
comes into the open market snapped up 
by the foreigners, but small parcels 
daily leave the Bank for Paris. The re- 
sult is that we-enter the second and try- 
ing half of the year with only £560,000 
more visible gold in stock than we had at 
the beginning of January last. 

Something must be done to stop the 
export and attract the metal if the 
storm is to be staved off in the Autumn, 
and therefore discount houses have be- 
gun to struggle against the deleterious 
influences of cheap credit brought into 
being by the profuse war expenditure of 
the Government. How far they may 
succeed I cannot measure, but I do 
know that gold has only to continue to 
dribble away from the Bank for another 
fortnight or so to force that institution 
to once more raise its official rate. We 
might hope that something would be 
done by the payment of the “ khaki” 
loan installment next Tuesday to stiffen 
the short loan market and so help the 
brokers, but unfortunately the expenses 
of the war have caused this money to be 
anticipated, and what we are much 
afraid of now is the issue of yet another 
loan. Provision for a campaign in China 
may be given as an excuse for fresh de- 
mands, but South Africa will take a 
heavy share in what may be going. No 
sooner therefore is the open market de- 
nuded of the credits poured into it by 
the Treasury than fresh payments flood 
it again, and all the time it is being 
forced toward a crisis. 

Abroad the tension is less, especially 
in Germany, but thanks merely to liberal 
resort to the overissue of paper money, 
and experienced bankers are apprehen- 
sive that the German Emperor's ambi- 
tious Chinese war programme may place 
an unbearable strain on the Berlin mar- 
ket. Even Paris is not altogether com- 
fortable, but the very universality of ap- 
prehensiveness may avert anything more

Last week did not bring any marked 
increase in the amount of business trans- 
acted in the market for outside securi- 
ties, but toward the close of the week 
the market showed signs of strengthen- 
ing. and many issues closed with consid- 
erable net gains. Some of the stocks 
that had advanced during the previous 
week showed still further improvement, 
and the rise in prices extended to other 
issues which had not shared the earlier 
improvement. But in nearly every case 
the gains were recorded on very light 
Nothing in the way of 
direct effort to raise quotations was in 
evidence in any conspicuous stock, and 
the higher prices that’ ruled on Friday 
and Saturday seemed due merely to good 
demand and very limited supply.

much improved recently, 
and that forced liquidation is no longer 
in progress. Some items of news favor- 
ably affecting particular stocks ac- 
counted for some of the advances, but 
more general influences were at work, 
resulting in an all-around betterment. 
No one class of*securities supplied the 
bulk of trading, transactions being fairly 
well distributed through the list. A few 
declines of importance occurred, 
but they were several times outnumbered 
by the advances. Among the stocks 
traded in on the curb are a few that 
hold a very doubtful position, and which 
are generally avoided by the more con- 
servative of the curb brokers. Several 
issues of this kind have from time to 
time appeared and quickly disappeared 
again, but such occurrences are entirely 
apart from the real business of the out- 
side market. During the past week an 
example was furnished *of the advisa- 
bility of leaving such stocks to those 
who form the crude plans to float them. 

Conspicuous among the stocks that ad- 
vanced were the Electric Boat stocks, 
which showed net gains of 5 points or 
over. The common stock rose from 12 to 
17%, and the preferred stock sold up to 
40 and closed at 36 bid, a net gain of 6 
points. The principal cause for these 
gains was the announcement that the 
company had finally secured from the 
Government the contract for six sub- 
marine boats of the Holland type. The 
price fixed for each vessel is $170,000, 
and it is believed that they can be manu- 
factured at a cost enough below the 
contract price to enable the Electric 
Boat Company to pay a full year’s divi- 
dend on its preferred stock. But still 
more important than this order in itself 
is the fact that this first order will prob- 
ably be followed in the near future by 
others, as this type of vessel seems now 
to have been fully adopted.

other electric stocks were relatively 
quiet. Electric Vehicle common showed 
an udvante of 1 point, while the pre- 
ferred stock, on which the dividend was 
passed recently, was offered down to 50 
without sales and without bringing out 
‘a bid. It ts said that about 95 per cent. 
of this issue is held by the syndicate con- 
trolling the company, and seemingly 
these large holders have no interest in 
holding up the price of the stock. 

The securities of the United Railways 
of St. Louis were all strong and showed 
substantial net gains. The ending of the 
strike in St. Louis led to renewed buy- 
ing of these issues, and it was found 
that offerings were light. The advances 
of over 2 points in all the issues were 
made on transactions in only a few hun- 
dred shares, and an equally small 
amount of bonds. 

Several of the stocks in the industrial 
group showed considerable strength, 
and on few sales advanced in some cases 
as much as 5 points. Standard Oj! was 
depressed on Thursday, but recovered 
sharply the following day, and ended the 
week with a net gain of 2%, points at 
530 bid. National Salt sold late in the 
week at 37%, and showed a net gain of 
2 points, and the preferred advanced 4 
points, to 64 bid. In all of these stocks 
transactions were very limited. 

The largest net loss was that recorded 
in Virginia Iron, Coal and Coke bonds, 
which sold down to 34 and closed at 33 
bid. The decline was accompanied by 
rumors to the effect that the company's 
earnings were not satisfactory. It was 
recently stated that the company was 
earning considerably more than its fixed 
charges.
